to a Paris dispatch to the Chronicle.

MUCH COAL IS 
MINED IN OCT. 
REPORT SHOWS 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 20.—The pro- 


duction of bituminous coal rose to a 
new high record during the week end- 
ed October 11, the weekly report of 
the United States geological survey 
stated today. 
"The week's product- 


ion is estimated at 11,924,000 tons, an 
increase of 3.4 per cent over the pre- 
ceding week, and greater by 311,000 
tons than that of the first week in 
October, which had hitherto been the 
highest this year. 


"The record could not have 
been 


accomplished had not all the agencies 
affecting production lent hearty assist- 
ance. Labor-disturbances were at a 
minimum. 


Consumers, influenced in part by 


reports of a threatened strike in the 
bituminous field were quick to take 
the coal offered. The record was the 
most remarkable in that it was at- 
tained during a period when fears had 
been expressed that the steel strike 
would react unfavorably 
upon 
the 


production of coal."

CONSTITUTION OF OHIO. 


CLASSIFICATION 
OF 
PROPERTY 


FOR PURPOSES OF TAXATION 


Bo it resolved by the General A&tem 


bly of the State of Ohio, 
three- 


fifths of tho members elected to 
each houso concurring therein: 


That there shall bo submitted 
to 


the electors of the state for their ap- 
proval or rejection, at 
tho regulai 


election to be held on the first Tucs 
day after the first Monday in Novem- 
ber. 1919, a proposal to amend Article 
XII, Section 2. of the constitution ol 
the State of Ohio, to read as follows: 


SECTION1 2 
All property shall be 


taxed by such rules and methods and in 
hiich classes as may be provided by law 
The rules and methods hhall bo um- 
torm withm the cla&scs so established. 
Itut all bonds outstanding on the first 
day of January, 1!)13, of tho state ol 
Ohio or of any city, village, county, 
or township in thia state, or which 
have been issued in behalf of the pub- 
lic schools in Ohio and tho means ol 
instruction in 
connection 
therewith 


bhall be exempt from taxation; 
and 


burying grounds, public school houses, 
houses uhcd exclusively 
for 
public 


\\orblnp, institutions used exclusively 
t'oi charitable purposes, public prop- 
erty used exclusively for any public 
purpose, and persona,! property, to an 
amount nut exceeding in value five 
humlied dollars^ for each individual, 
may, by general laws, 
be exempted 


from taxation; and laws may be pass- 
ed to provide against the double tax- 
ation that results from the taxing of 
both the real estate ami the mortgage 
or tho debt secured thereby, or other 
lion upon i t ; but all such laws shall 
he subject to alteration or repeal; and 
the \alue ot all proper!j so exempted 
whall. from limn to time1, be ascertain- 
ed and published as may be directed 
by law.
